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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , "to relieve a state of hermetic sealing" is not clear. If one relieves a 
hermetic sealing, then presumably the seal is broken, but the claim apparently intends 
to recite a sealed device. So how would one determine what is meant by "a state of 
hermetic sealing," and how would one know whether the state is "relieved." How would 
one know if the claim is infringed? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Takekuma in view of Japan 9-83018. 

Each of the references shows a light emitting chip, surrounded by soft resin 
underneath a lens, within a holder, and integrated with a lead frame. As shown in figure

3b of Takekuma, the pressure of pressing the lens into place is relieved by flow of the 
soft resin into the shape of the lens. In view of this teaching, one of ordinary skill would 
understand that a similar flow had to take place when the lens of the Japan 9-83018 
reference was placed in position. The relieving of pressure would be relieving of a state 
of hermetic sealing. And there would be no optical influence on the chip, because the 
resin is transparent. Hard resin for the holder would have been obvious to provide the 
needed mechanical stability. 



Claims 10-16 are allowed.
